A STATEMENT OF THE FACTS. 



A Strong Protest Against Contest Being Tried 
by Packed Juries. 



THEY DEMAND A FAIR TRIBUNAL. 



I'iuskfort, Kv., Jan. II 1 .— The 
Republican manageri ha?< i sued 
the following address to the peo- 
ple <>f Kentucky. In it they set 
forth th<> trickery which has es- 
tablished the packed juries now 
hearing the contest cases and the 
WOWed partisanship of the Con- 
test Hoard. They express their 
willingness to go before any fair 
tribunal and submit their case 
epon Ita merits, and they appeal 
to the manh(MKl of the State to 
take such action as will prevent 
the contemplated outrage upon 
civil liberty. 
The address in full is as follows : 
To the Citizens of Kentucky: 
OwiBf to the disturbed state of 
the publk mind, and nn ved hy 
an unselfish desire for the wel- 
fare of the Commonwealth and 
the peace and happiness of her 
people, the Republicans of Ken- 
tucky wish to make the following 
statements concerning the crisis 
now upon us, to which stiiementB 
we ask the careful consideration 
of all thoughtful, fair-linded, 
patriotic citizens of all parties. 

In making this appeaf to the 
reason and patriotism of our fel- 
low citizens, we shall endeavor 
to lay aside all prejudice, party 
feeling and selfish inter -sts, and 
shall stare such facts only as have 
beta manifest to the intelligent 
people of this State for some 
months past,. together with those 
that are susceptible of incontro- 
vertible proof in the face of the 
world. 

In order to define our i 
and place ourselves in a true light 
before the people of this State. il 
is necessary briefly to review the 
progress of events by w hich this 
crisis has advanced almost to 
consummation. 

On November 7, 1890, a State 
election, for the first time 
held under a law recently placed 
on our statutes and common] 
known as the Goebel Election 
law. This law placed 
hands of three ( lommiuioners, all 
belonging to one political party, 
the power of naming three Coun- 
ty Commissioners, all of whom 
may belong to one party, and as 
I matter of fact, in all the 
counties in the State, one party 
either had all the three Commis- 
sioners or two OUt Of three, thus 
giving that party all the State 
Commissioners and all or a ma- 
jority of the County Commission- 
ers in each county. 

The County Boards had, by 
this law, the power of appointing 
the precinct officers in each elec- 
tion precinct of the st.,te, with- 
out regard to the fitnessor quali- 
fications of the officers sc 
appointed. This power was ab- 
solutely in the hands of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and in a large ma- 
jority of the counties it was 
arbitrarily exercised in the inter- 
est of that party alone or of one 
faction of that party. When Re- 
publicans were appointed they 
were in many instances irrespon- 
sible, incapable or uneducated 
men, purposely placed there to 
give the Democratic part the ad- 
vantage. 

Under the law, with the entire 
election machinery of the State 
in the hands of one party, the 
election of November 7 was hold 
but the liberty-loving citizens of 
the State of all parties rallied to 
the standard of the dominant 
party opposing this law, and with 
all odds against them, gained a 
verdict of condemnation against 



this iniquitous law, and hy cer- 
tified majorities varying from 
2,(KK) to :i,(MX) votes, elected the 
entire Republican ticket. 

The Democratic Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners met to can- 

joritv of two to one, gave the 
certificates of election to the Re- 
publican candidates. Since that 
time tho two of these Democratic 
Commissioners who decided in 
favor of the Republican candi- 
dates — men whose character and 
intelligence are known and re- 
spected all over the State — ha-e 
resigned, and their places have 
been filled by tho other member 
with men of whom he openly 
boasts as those who will act with 
him in his wish to deprive the 
Republicans of the offloes tc 
which his former colleagues, 
Judges I'ryor and Ellis, have de- 
clared they were elected. 

This board, composed of Mr. 
Poyntz, who dissented from 
Judges I'ryor and Ellis in giving 
the certificates to the Republi- 
cans, and of two men appointed 
bv said Poyntz, whom, he has pub- 
licly said, will act with him— is 
empowered by this law to sit as 
a Board of Contest 00 all ofllceB 
below the Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Ciovernor, and according 
to rules which they have formu- 
lated, with their purposes already 
proclaimed and Known, are now 
sitting as a Board of Contest on 
all the minor candidates.

liberty if be would be rilling 
to be tried by a man who has al- 
ready S4id he was guilty and by- 
two others whom that man had 
chosen ; yet, such is exactly the 
condition of those who are to be 
tried bv Mr. Povntz and his two 
congenial collegpes. 

Is this according to the spirit of 
American law, which gives to the 

lowest or the highest criminal, 
the chicken thief or the assassin, 
the right to object to any juror 
who has a prejudice against' him 
■or who has even expressed an 
opinion about his guilt? Every 
man who prizes his own liberty, 
and has respect for the rights Id' 
others, must answer, "No, no, 
no/' 

Every man is entitled to a fair 
hearing before an impartial jurv, 
and yet the State officers of Ken- 
tucky are to be tried by a man 
who has already decided against 
them, and by twoothers whom he 
has chosen from the fact that he 
is satisfied in advance that they 
are of like mind. Put yourself 
in the place of the Republican 
officials and ask yourself if there 
is not reasonable ground for ob- 
jecting to the jury by whom they 
are to be tried. But while this 
law is on the statute book, your 
interests and your property may 
at any time be placed in the 
same jeopardy. 

CONTR6TINO BKFORK PACKED COM- 
MITTEES. 

In the case of the contest for 
Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, the Legislature is the final 
arbiter, although the matter to 
be brought before the legislature 
is to be first selected and decided 
upon by a committee of both 
houses selected by lot. At first 
view this may be considered fair, 
but let us look to the manner in 
which this committee was se- 
lected in the present instance, 
the enormity of which act h..s 
stirred this grand old State from 
•enter to circumference. The 
following facts are susceptible of 
proof of the highest and most con- 



clusive character. Lots had been 
drawn for some contests among 
the members of the Legislature, 
and on the whole, the drawing of 
lots for legislative contests was 
considered fair, and no objection 
or complaint was raised or could 
lie raised. But when the time 
came tor drawing the committee 
for the Governor's contest, all 
these ballots which had been 
thoroughlv intermingled were 
destroved*and new ballots were 
prepared ; the members who had 
stood r-.round to witness the draw- 
ing were ordered to their seats, 
and the Clerk deposited new bal- 
lots in the box. It was charged 
on the spot at the time of draw- 
ing, that the Clerk of the House 
placed the ballots with the names 
of those of one party had been 
placed in one end and those of 
the other in the other end of the 
box, and to prove the truth of 
his charge, asked that the box be 
: opened and the position of the 
I ballots be examined. The mem- 
ber making this statement and 
this reasonable request was hoot- 
ed down by the opposing party, 
and the only method of proving 
the honestv of this drawing or of 
establishing its dishonef 
denied and lost forever." The 
only conclusion that any reas< 
able man can form fortius denial 
is that the favored party were 
afraid to have the ballots exam- 
ined. If the drawing had been 
fair, and these charges untrue, 
the accused part; would have 
been glad t<> establish their hon 
esty by an examination; for no 
one, not even a rogue, likes to lie 
) under a false charge when he has 
I the means of establishing his in- 
nocence at hand. 

We ask every man who loves 
honesty if he can see any reason, 
except a dishonest purpose, in 
destroying ballots well inter- 
{ mingled and placing others in a 
box so that in the manner the 
box was shaken they could not 
be intermingled; or if he can 
form any other conclusion, from 
the fact that the dominant party 
refused to have the position of 
the ballots examined immeuiatelv 
after the drawing than that the 
drawing was a dishonest one? 
The above are facts that no one 
can deny, and from them you 
may form the conclusions of hon 
est men. 

Further than this rules of pro 
cedure in making this contest 
have been adopted that are sub 
versive of the principles of our 
government. Rule 11, an anom 
aly in parliamentary practice ii 
any civilized country, provides 
that on any resolution both 
houses may be called together 
at any time by the Speaker of the 
House, who at this time is none 
other than the man who wrote to 
('apt. Thompson of Frankfort 
that it was impossible to 
gain a victory for his party 
with a fair vote, and ad 
vised Thompson's withdrawal, so 
that the Democratic board might 
appoint a man "who would do 
anything to help the Democrats." 
This rule makes it possible any 
time for the man who wants men 
on each Count v board "who will 
do anything to help tho Demo- 
crats," as he himself from his 
advice to others would do — it 
makes it possible for him to call 
the two houses together and ask 
for a vote on any resolution that 
may be submitted to their action, 
whether coming from a single 
member or a committee. 

TI1K KKXT6TKP. 

We affirm that such method of 
procedure is unknown in enlight- 
ened countries, and that it is in 
direct antagonism to our State 
Constitution, which provides two 
houses placing each in charge of 
its own presiding officer, the one 
as a check upon the other in all 
official action, whether sitting as 
a legislative or a judical body. 
But the reason for its introduc- 
tion is not difficult to be under- 
stood at the present time; in fact 
it has been proclaimed by mem* 
hers of the Goebel party in the 
hearing of witnesses, and is no 
more nor less than this: It is 
proposed, they say, "to get a re- 
port from the committee (formed 
as has been described above) 
ousting the present Governor and 

Lieutenani Governor from office, 
and then to call the two houses 
together and call for immediate 
lotion and adopt the report." 

Such is the plan of the oppo- 
nents of popular government now

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railway syst« 
I States, which included but 28.1U9.7H 
miles in MSO, had grown to 163,662.12 
miles In 1K90. showing an average 
yearly construction of nearly 4500 
miles and an annual investment 
represented by securities valued at 
more than $25tui00.000, is evidence 
that the demand for administrative 
and executive officers must have ab- 
sorbed not only the entire supply of 
the fairly comment Individuals 
who had enjoyed previous railway 
experience, but must nlso have 
made large demands upon those 
well qualified la other occupations. 
As there was at the same time a 
parallel development of many other 
industries in the Tinted States, it is 
clear that the quality of American 
railway administration is attrib- 
utable rather to the inherent ability 
of those employed than to any com- 
parative tests of excellence imposed 
by the conditions of the service. 
The high degree of efficiency ac- 
tually attained in railway adminis- 
tration is, therefore, much more re- 
markable than the newly discov- 
ered fact that it might have been 
still higher." 

"The reports of the various rail- 
road lines in the I'nitcd States foi 
the calendar year of 1899 shows that 
the earnings of the Southern roads 
increased 10.4 per cent. This was j 
exceeded only by the -Grangers " 

This remarkable showing is made 
in spite of the fact that the cotton 
movement was much smaller during 
the season than in 18!t8, indicating 
that miscellaneous freight traffic 
has very largely expanded. The 
earnings of the principal systems of 
the couutry show an increase In the 
aggregate of but 9.7 per cent., the 
Southern roads exceeding this. 

•Among the individual gains 
shown la the Southern grouuja the 
following may be especially men- 
tioned: Southern *2,867.000. Lotlis- 
villeec Nashville *;U81.nOO. Mobile * 
Ohio ♦1.226.000. Central of Ceorgia 
1107,000, Nashville.Chattanooga&St. 
Louis *1H4.000, Chesapeake & Ohio 
♦516,000. Norfolk A Western ♦1.347.- 
000. In the case of the Illinois Cen- 
tral the earnings for the entire sys- 
tem amounted to ♦29.8U8.ooo. A large 
portion of this can be properly in- 
cluded in the earnings of the South- 
ern group. 

Altogether, the stat istics are very

The suggestion has been made, 
and next it is expected that ac- 
tive, organized agitation looking 
to the calling of the convention 
will be undertaken. Suchi 
ering of earnest Christiar 
intent on doing what is best for 
the moral uplifting and salva- 
tion of the Commonwealth in the 
present crisis, would have a wide- 
spread effect* Possibly no such 
convention was ever held in this 
country, but it is equally true 
that no such cinei-irency ever ex- 
isted in this or any other state of 
the American Union. Desperate 
diseases require extraordinary 
remedies, and if ever a hideous 
malady, like some foul cancer, 
gnawed at the vitals of civil lib- 
erty, it is the disease of Goebel- 
ism. 

Should the preachers and 
priests come to Frankfort they 
would behold things as they are. 
They would see that the newspa- 
per reports of what is going on 
here have notTJbeen overdrawn| 
They would discover that no pen 
could exaggerate the facts. They 
would find nearly every local in- 
terest tainted with the serpent's 
slime of Goebelism. They would 
find reckless law-breakers in pos- 
session of that remnant of the 
Democratic party which clings 
to Goebel, and the best men in 
the community driven to espouse 
the cause of the opposition, re- 
gardless of what their political 
affiliations have been heretofore.
